An Act To Ensure Access to Necessary Health Care
Services in Maine by Repealing the Capital Investment Fund

Beit enacted by the People of the State of Maine as follows:

B. Make an annual report to the public ng the progress toward meeting goals of the plan and
provide any needed updates to the plan; and

C. Issue an annual statewide health expenditure budget report that must serve as the basis for
establishing priorities within the plan;-and.

The Governor shall provide the reports specified in paragraphs B and C to the joint standing committee of
the Legislature having jurisdiction over appropriations and financial affairs, the joint standing committee
of the Legidature having jurisdiction over health and human services matters and the joint standing
committee of the Legislature having jurisdiction over insurance and financial services matters.

Sec. 8. Application. Notwithstanding Title 1, section 302, this Act applies to a certificate of
need application, appeal or reconsideration or action related to a certificate of need application, appeal or
reconsi deration pending before the Department of Health and Human Serviceson or after January 1, 2008.

Sec. 9. Retroactivity. This Act applies retroactively to January 1, 2008.

SUMMARY

This bill eliminates the capital investment fund, which limits the amount of capital spending that
hospital physicians may make for health care projectsthat are subject to the certificate of need laws. This
bill specifiesthat the repeal of the capital investment fund applies retroactively to January 1, 2008.
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
